— Racing was in | 
augurated at Fort Erie this afternoon under 
auspicious conditions, with the running of a I 
well-balanced card, featured by the Fourtn 
of July Purse, a dash of a mile and seventy 
yards, ar.d F. Wenick’s Dresden was returned 
the winner in a drive from Manoevre. while 
third place fell to Tailor Maid. Sailing B. 
was the popular choice in the race despite 
his top weight and was the victim of consid- 
erable crowding through the final sixteenth 
by Manoevre, which had him pinned next to 
the inner rail. 

The start was a good one and Turner went 
to the front with Sailing B. hard pressed by 
Manoevre, while Tailor Maid was racing in 
third position, with the winner bringing up 
the rear. This order was maintained to 
the backstretcli and, rounding the far turn, 
there was a general closing up. Sailing B. 
held his advantage under pressure, while Mo- 
Taggart elected to come to the outside with 
Dresden when the turn for home was reached. 
Manoevre and Sailing B. were racing heads 
apart on the inside, and the Riverdale starter 
crowded Sailing B. through the final six- 
teenth and seventy yards from the end Tur- 
ner was forced to pull up with the favorite.

TENTATIVE KENTUCKY 
FALL RACING DATES 



LEXINGTON, Ky., July 4.— The Kentucky 
Jockey Club, as was made known here today, 
has revised its schedule of dates to be re- 
quested of the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission at its meeting at Latonia next Sat- 
urday*, and the schedule now is stated to be 
as follows : 

Churchill Downs, Louisville — Seven days, 
Wednesday, August 30, to Y/ednesday, Sep- 
tember 6. 

Lexington — Ten day's, Saturday, September 
16, to Wednesday, September 27. 

Latonia — Thirty-one days, Saturday, Sep- 
tember 30, to Saturday, November 4. 

This would make 105 days during this year 
for the Kentucky Jockey Club. 



Firebrand Runs a Grand Race in 
Winning Independence Han- 
dicap from End to End.

LATONIA, Ky., July 4. — Exterminator the 
mighty was grievously humbled this after- 
noon by Firebrand and others before an im- 
mense throng that came to do him homage. 
His downfall occurred in the Independence 
Handicap, worth $15,450 net, and his defeat 
was decisive and thorough, the finish of the 
race finding him in sixth place, exhausted 
but plucky r . For the second time at this 
meeting Latonia has proved a Waterloo for a 
champion. In the Kentucky Special Mor- 
vich liad his uneasy crown entirely removed 
and it was firmly adjusted to Whiskaway, 
his two times conqueror. 

In Exterminator’s case today many regard- 
ed liis success mainly a question of his 
weight-carrying ability. He was assigned 
140 pounds, an impost never before known 
to have been carried successfully in the his- 
tory of Kentucky racing. That proved be- 
yond his limit, just as 150 pounds always 
found Iloseben’s limit, although he won in 
splendid style several times with 147 in the 
saddle. 

It was not alone the weight that brought 
about Exterminator’s defeat. He lacked the 
snap and dash that marked his races in the 
Kentucky and Clark Handicaps running. He 
did not measure strides with the leaders, as 
is his custom, and though on a former occa- 
sion he beat Firebrand in quite easy style 
at a slightly different weight adjustment, 
the Livingston representative this afternoon 
was his master at all times and it was a 
wonderful showing that Firebrand made, one 
that stood out strikingly in contrast with a 
previous race, when he finished far in the 
rear of a band that he was considered to 
outclass and was ruled an overwhelming fa- 
vorite over. 

MAINTAINS HIGH FLIGHT OF SPEED. 

What made his showing this afternoon 
more wonderful is that the track was soft, 
though showing a dry surface, but he main- 
tained a high flight of speed and reeled off 
hi3 quarters with almost clock-like unifor- 
mity. He took the lead right at the start, 
with Minto II. and Parader his closest fol- 
lowers, and the pair of easterners. Exter- 
minator and Devastation next. The first 
quarter was a slow pace, 24%. It quickened 
in the next quarter, with no material change 
in the running position of the field, and Fire- 
brand. with a two-yengths lead, ran the half 
in 48%. Johnson on Exterminator was be- 
ginning to get uneasy and called on Exter- 
mintor to improve liis position, but it seemed 
futile, for he made no headway. Firebrand 
was still under a light pull when passing the 
three-quarters in 1 :12%, but at this point 
Parader began dropping back and Minto II. 
began moving forward. 

The mile found Firebrand with an in- 
creased lead, still going fast, and having 
reached the point where the race began in 
1 :37%. Exterminator at this juncture was 
i well spent, but racing gamely, however, but 
to the close observer thoroughly done. The 
next quarter found him totally elimintaeJ 
and Firebrand taking an extra hold of the 
rich prize and victory, for Minto II. began 
tiring and the others, excepting Devastation, 
too far back to appear menacing. In the 
stretch Garner took steadying hold of 
Firebrand and began looking over his shoul- 
der at the effort of Marinelli on Devastation 
to wear Minto II. down for second place. 
Devastation succeeded in this, but was a 
full three lengths behind the casing up Fire- 
brand at the finish. Blarney Stone, after 
being far back finished fourth. The time of 
the race, 2:30%, is only four-fifths of sec- 
ond from the track record of 2:29%. made by 
Minto II. in the Daniel Boone Handicap in 
its 1920 running. 

GREAT OVATION FOR EXTERMINATOR. 

Exterminator’s defeat was a S3d blow 
to the big crowd which was ‘‘rooting’’ hard 
for him to crown his many noteworthy 
achievements by carrying his 140 pounds to 
victory. His appearance on the track on 
the way to the post was the signal for a 
spontaneous demonstration in which men and 
women joined alike. It was a great tribute 
to the sterling horse whose luster will not 
dim by his defeat today. 

The crowd after the race was equally gen- 
erous to Firebrand and gave him a royal 
reception when he returned to the scales. 
Owner Livingston was naturally elated that 
Firebrand had at last redeemed himself. His

H. Ferryman, J. O. Keene, Thomas B. Crom- 
well and John H. Darbee of Lexington, Ky , 
and Dr. A. C. Lowery of I ronton, O. The 
capitalization is fixed at 4.000 shares of pre- 
ferred slock, $100 per share par value, 8 per 
cent cumulative and callable at $110, and 
10,000 shares of no par value common stock. 

The company has the right to build, ac- 
quire, own and operate fair grounds and 
race courses anywhere in the United States, 
but its first plant is to be located in Green- 
up County, Ky., seven miles from Ashland, 
Ky., twenty-two miles from Huntington, V.\ 
Ya., and three miles from I ronton, O., on the 
Ohio River, on the main line of the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railroad, 140 miles from Cin- 
cinnati, and on the Atlantic-Pacific Highway, 
and the highway from Ashland to Greenup. 

The directors will meet at Lexington within 
the next few days to organize. It is under- 
stood that Charles H. Berryman will be 
president. Dr. Lowery vice-president, J. t >. 
Keene general manager, Thomas D. Cromwell 
secretary, and John S. Barbee treasurer. 

J. O. Keene now is on the track site, with 
George Horine of Lexington, who is lhe 
engineer in charge of the construction. Tlie
